MORE CHEERFUL 


Banking Interests are Expressing 
Conservatism in Many 
Enterprises. 


New York, Sept, 17.—Outside interest 
in the stock market ha sshown further 
improvement this week. A favorable re. 
sult of last Tuesday's sale of $40,000,000 
four and one-half per cent. corporate 
stock and bonds of the city of New York 
was largely responsible for this condi- 
tion, while a more cheerful feeling in re- 
card to the money situation—time mon- 
ey at any rate—seems to have modified 
recent fears of excessive stringency. 

We are now on the threshold of the 
annual movement of funds to the agri- 
cultural sections to finance the crops, 
fact emphasized by the ‘Sirmer ten- 
y of call money. These call funds 
lwen available for shipment for 
little time, ithe banks refusing 
to commit them for fixed periods, well 
knowing that the demand must come as 
soon as the crops were ready.

The situation, therefore, is one requir 
ing caution in buying, and offers dis 
tinct encouragement to confine purchases 
to the higher grades of securities whose

Banking interests are fully alive to 
the money outlook, and are enforcing 
conservatism in channels where such 
action is necessary. This means a con- 
tinued check in business of a highly 
speculative character, and to a mea 
surable degree is a protection against 


an eventual widespread business em- 
barrassment, On the other hand, the 
favorable agricultural outlook is a de 
cided influence against extreme de- 
pression, and the market for the im- 


mediate future is apt to be one of wide 
and active fluctuation within 
tively safe limits. 

News developments of the week aave 
taken altogether, been rather favorable. 
Active purchase of wheat for 
has been a prominent feature, 
has naturally operated against sterling 
exchange, removing the probability of 
further gold exports for some little 
time. Crop conditions remain favor- 
able, although the harvest will not, of 
eourse, reach the extreme figures of 
1906. There however has been a com-

More Commercial Embarrassment. 
The records of the mercantile agen-

giving practical demonstration of the 


widespread scarcity of capital for legi- 
timate business enterprises. The lia- 
bilities for August failures, tor instance 
aggregated more than $15,000,000, as com- 
pared with about $9,000,000 in August, 
1906, In departments other than in- 
dustrial there was a sharp decrease in 
liabilities, those of brokerage, insurance 
and real estate concerns, for instance, 
footing up less than those of August, 
1906, while banks and trust companies 
failing during the month of August had

000 less than in August 1906.

Hon. Wm. Templeman Announces 
His Views In Speech to Liberal 
Association, 


Victoria, B.C,, Sept. 18.—At a meet-

own people, so that in the future 
should have trom ocean to ocean 
Canada one great lgomogeneous 
ple, This doctrine he would lay down 
not dogmatically because there were | 
many obstacles in the way. He could | 
not conceive why they should pursue 
a policy of encouraging in our north- 
west territories an alien race that was 
determined to perpetuate in Canada 
the traditions and idiosyncracies of 
Kurope, and who showed no inclina- 
tion to enter into citizenship in this 
country, If this was to be judged 
good policy in Europeans it would be 
consistent to hold no other view 
against the admission of people from 
jthe Orient. The problem was serious 
The legislation which had been adopt- 
ed against the Chinese influx was im- 
practicable in the case of the Japan- 
ese, 

His own particular knowledge of the 
personal qualifications and character- 
istics of the two races was very limit- 
ed, indeed, but he inclined to the 
opinion that they would be better 
served in Canada, if there were any 
choice in such a matter at all, by the 
Chinese. If they were to permit the 
Japanese to come in unrestrictedly, 
then logically he thought the Chinese 
should be permitted to come in un- 
restrictedly also. Therefore, holding 
these views, he was prepared to sup- 
port any measure at Ottawa that 
would accomplish the objects that he 
had in mind, that was to conserve 
Canada for a people, which, however 
varied at first in race and tongue, 
would eventually resolve into one 
great, homogeneous confederation and 
united citizenship. 

The speaker referred briefly to the 
various other undertakings of the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries on 
the Pacific coast, and voiced a person- 
al desire to have the system oi acety-

To Replace Choloform and Other Anaes- 
thetics. 

Paris, Sept. 13.—Stephane Leduc, the 
eminent professor of the School of Medi- 
cine at Nantes, has discovered a method 
of causing electric sleep which, it u& 
declared will replace chloroform and 
other anaesthetics in all surgical opera- | 
tions. The discovery proceeded from the 
study of the effeets of intermittent cur- 
rents and from the knowledge that the 
skull and brain offer but little resistance 
to the currents. For a human being a 
current thirty-five volts is applied 
intermittently in its full strength for 
minute fractions of a second, Two elec- 
trodes are applied to the skull in a spe- 
cial Manner, the points of application 
being first carefully shaven, 

Professor Leduc made scores of exper- 
iments on dogs and on himself, All were 
successful. The application of the ecur- 
rent is not dangercus and no ill-effect 
is found, even when the experiment lasts

Regina, Sept. 18 In the office of 
the secretary, the executive committee 
of the Saskatchewan Stock Breeders’ 
association met to discuss their policy 
and arrange the plan of werk for the 
coming winter, Besides the members 
of the executive, including President 
Sinton, Vice-President Mutel and See 
retary Bracken, there were present P 
M. Bredt, Hon, W. R, Motherwell, 
minister of agriculture, A, P. Ketehen 


deputy minister of agriculture, andG 
Hy Greig, assistant live stock commis 
sioner, 

Before proceeding with the regular 
work of the evening, the president 
asked Mr. Greig to explain his plan 
for conducting experiments with the 
Outdoor feeding of steers in winter 
After explaining the condition of the 
Winnipeg market at the present time 
via., the increased supply of butchers’ 
staff over the demand and the pre 
vailing low prices due to ths glut oi 
the market, Mr. Greig showed how 
the country would be financially bene 
fited if these cattle could be fed 
through the winter without ioss of 
Weight, or with a gait in weight, and 
sold in the spring when prices are 1 
148 to 2 cents per pound higher, In 
some parts of the country men are 
feeding steers outdoors through the 
winter at a profit, and Mr. Greig wish 
ed to encourage the winter g 
especially of the medium cattle 
butcher stuff in this count 


and 
from his observations outdoor feeding 


on hay, straw and chop was the mo 
profitable way, at least he felt such a 
plan worthy of thorough investiga 
tions He would like to see several 
men in different parts oi each of the 


prairie provinees undertake this ex 
periment, with one or more earloads 
of ranch steer He expected the best 


results would come from those parts 
protected by trees, but he felt the mat 
ter Was worthy of thorough investiga 
tion in all part 

This plan met with the approval of 
all present, and after some discussion 
during which the name f several 
men who would be interested in a test 
of this kind were secured, it was sug 
gested that a bonus be given to feed- 
ets who would undertake this experi 
ment and report in detail the result 
Final action was not taken in the 
matter, 

Horse Breeding. 


President Sinton then — introduced 
the subject of horse breeding, explain 
ing that for sorme time it had been the 
desire of the association to further en 
courage this industry if any practi- 
cable way of so doing could be work- 
ed out 

Mr. Motherwell said the Department 
of Agriculture had also been consid 
ering this matter, and were prepared 
10 assist the industry in any practi 
cable plan that would not interfere 
With private enterprise After a long 
discussion during which many plam 
were advanced, it was the opinion ol 
post of those present, that a system 
of bonusing the purchasers of import 
ed pure-bred draught stallions of a 
certain standard, as well as the bon 
using of the first purchaser of a pure 
bred draught stallion (of home breed 
ing), of a certain standard was the 
best plan of reaching the desired end 
The word “purchaser” in the above 
ease refers not to the dealer ,Dut to 
the man who buys the horse for his 
own stud. This principle seemed to 
meet with the unanimous approval oi 
those present The details of such a 
acheme will be worked out at a future 
meeting, when the plan will no doubt 
be recommended to the government

EDMONTON WAS 
DISQUALIFIED 


Senator De Veber’s Reply to Lacrosse 
Club in Reference to Complaint 
Laid Before Him. 


The path of the Edmonton lacrosse 
team this season was not strewn with 
roses, The popularization of the 
Canadian natonal game in the capital 
is beset with all. manner and kind of 
difficulties, but the men who were be- 
hind the team this year do not pro 
pose to drop the game, and next year 


will be in the Alberta League with 
the determination to demon: 
strate, a fact which is already 


admitted in pract cally every city in 
Canada where lacrosse is played, that 
it is the peer of all summer sports, 

The Edmonton club had a com- 
plaiat to present to the Council of the 
League to the effect that the secre- 
tary of the Edmonton club should 
have been notified of the meeting 
which was held in Calgary at whieh 
Calgary was declared district cham 
pions. This complaint was lad before 
Senator DeVeber, of Lethbridge, who 
is president of the League, and in re- 
ply he states that when Edmonton 
defaulted its game to Calgary, it was, 
by the constitution of the League, no 
longer a member in good standing. 
This fact was not known to the offi- 
cers of the Edmonton club until Sen 
ator DeVeber cited the clause in the 
constitution relerring thereto His 
letter is as follows: 

“Re the meeting of Council and 
their decision. Rule XIV See. 4 de- 
fines that all games for district cham- 
pionship must be played on or bejore 
Sept. 7th. Strathcona and Calgary 
claimed championship I therefore 
directed Secretary to call meeting of 
Council for that dite. They met and 
decided that Calgury had the better 
rght to represent the north in the 
matches for the Legislature cup, and 
their decision was based upon the fol 
lowing : 

“Rule TV Sec. 1 states that a team 
shall consist of certificated members 
of a club they represent, Rule V See 
1 defines how these certificates may 
be obtained. See. 3 rules that a play- 
er shall not be allowed on a team 
unless the captain of his club  pos- 
sesses a certificate or telegram as pro 
vided by See, 2. Rule VII See, 3, in 
giving duties of referee makes th's 
still more clear, 

“Now had the Council acted up to 


the letter of rules and constitution, 
they would have been forced to de 
clare all Strathcona club games, prior 
to August, illegal, as they had not 


applied for or reeeived certificates 
prior to that time. 

“Re defaults, Rule XIII See 4 states 
that if on day appointed for any 
match, only one club puts in an ap- 
pearance, they shall be declared win- 
ner by default, but if it be impossible 
on account of unforeseen accident to 
play, the president of association may 
authorize the playing of a match on 
another date. Sec. 2—Should manag- 
er of contending club desire date of a 
match changed he should apply to 
President of Association, and he, if 
in his opinion the rights or intereste 
of any club will not be injuriously 
affected, may change date, Rule XIII 
Sec, 6 states: 

“Any club defaulting a game shall 
be subject to a fine of $25 payable to 
the club to which default is made, 
and until such fine is paid such club 
shall be suspended from the associa- 
tion, 

“The President of the Association 
has received no application for post 
ponement of any game. Had the 


Council acted upon the letter of con- 
stitution as above, and given the 
game claimed by Calgary from Ed- 


monton as o default. Edmonton would 
have been subject to the fine of $25 
and until such fine was paid would 
have to be considered a suspended 
club, and therefore the defaults to 
Strathcona, would be illegal. There- 
fore, in either case had the rules been 
adhered to strictly by Council, they 
mustahave declared Calgary the win- 
ners Of Northern distr.ct, But the 
council considered that it would be 
ill-advised to act thus. The associa 
tion was formed late; the rules were 


printed and distributed later, and 
there seemed to be a great lack of 
knowledge of rules. The Council 


therefore decided to ignore technicali 
ties, to recognize no deiaults, and to 
consider only games played and won 
upon the field, the only place’ in 
which games of lacrosse should be 


won or lost, Counting these, and al- 
lowing plus 1 for wins, plus ‘4 for 
draws, and minus 1! for losses, they 


found that Calgary led Strathcona by 
one half a point, and gave their deci- 
sion accordingly. That their decision 
was just; in fact, the only one under 
the e:reumstanves, is, I think, proven 
by the fact that it was advocated by 
Dr, MeClure, Dr, Stanley and myself, 
three wholly disinterested parties in 
60 far as to who was to represent the 
north division went. The Couneil, at 
its meeting, passed a resolution that 
the interests of lacrosse would be best 
served by having the Rules of the as- 
sociation rigidly enforced for the fu 
ture.

Instead of going 
round by Jasper man tried to 
drive down by the track, and pres- 
ently found he could not continue fur. 
ther. He told Peck they were still a 
mile away from the boarding car and 
forthwith the trunk was dumped be- 
side the railway to run some other 
chance of transfer, 

This was between four and five in 
the afternoon, and Peck, evidently of 
an amiabR, trusting disposition went 
off to his supper and returned early 
in the morning to.sce about his box, 

Trunk Was Robbed. 

He foulid the trunk broken open, 
the ylothing, bedding and tools all 
gone, and only a couple of pictures 
and papers left Peck noti- 
fled the polices, and for the past fort- 
night they have mode a search for the 
stolen goods without avail, The city 
has also had on the :
